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CSU and CFA reach agreement, negotiations end 


As long as faculty members and the BOT 
ratify the contract, no strike will happen.

After two years of tense negotia- 
tions and talks of a 23-campus rolling 
strike, the Cal State University and the 
California Faculty Association finally 


came to a tentative agreement ona suc- 
cessor contract Friday. 

CFA and CSU officials announced 
the settlement Tuesday, along with the 
parameters of the new tentative contract. 

Under the new agreement, CSU 
faculty will not receive salary in- 
creases for 2010-11 and 2011-12. 
However, the agreement includes 
opportunities to reopen salary and 
benefit talks for 2012-13 and 2013- 


14, meaning either CFA or the CSU 
may later choose to negotiate these 
increases again. 

The two groups also made changesto 
the evaluation and appointment process 
for three-year temporary faculty, ac- 
cording to CSU Spokesman Erik Fallis. 

“We believe that this contract re- 
flects the tough budget times that 
we’re in and the things the CSU was 
concerned about when it came to pro- 
viding a quality education for our stu- 
dents,” Fallis said. 

Under the new agreement, lectur- 
ers who have taught for six consecu- 


tive years and received positive or 
satisfactory evaluations may now re- 


ceive three-year instead of one-year 


appointments, which better secures 
faculty positions, according to CFA 
Communications Director Alice Sun- 
shine. 

Before the agreement, eligible lec- 
turers were issued three-year appoint- 
ments even with unsatisfactory rat- 
ings, Fallis said. 

Highlights of the agreement include 
a new systemwide online evaluation 
process — which students will be able 
to use for evaluating professors — and 


a joint union-administration commit- 
tee that will track and study the im- 
pacts of changes in workload on all 
faculty, according to the CFA website. 

The tentative contract also provides 
the return of the Equity Pay Program, 
which can raise the lower pay of long- 
time faculty to the same level of that of 
newly hired faculty. 

“This agreement allows the cam- 
pus-based program [Equity Pay Pro- 
gram] to deal with that,” Fallis said. 
“It’s a discretionary item that would

Homeless 
children 
dive into 
science 


The camp offered 
underprivelged kids 
an opportunity, to 
explore scientific 
fields.

The trime scene was a mess. A 
knocked over trash can spilled dirt onto 
the floor. A broken clock lay crooked and 
made time stand still. Footprints created 
a wavy pattern in a white ash substance. 

And detectives were set to work at 
the scene, each of them in grades six 
through eight. 

“IT guess there was a fire. It was all 
molded,” a student from Butler K-8 
School said as he prepared a plaster 
mold for a shoe print casting. “Every- 
thing was all black.” 

No real crime was committed, but 
the students teamed up and used crime 
scene investigation methods to find out 
who made the mess in the corner of a 
Cabrillo High School science room. 

Chair of Cal State Long Beach’s 
Department of Science Education Dr. 
Laura Henriques watched with a smile 
from ear to ear as she supervised the 
fifth year of “See us Succeed,” a youth 
science camp offered to underprivileged 
children. Children who participate in the 
camp come from homeless shelters, low- 
income families or inadequate housing. 

“See us Succeed,” held at the Bet- 
hune Transitional Center for Homeless 
Students, branched off of the existing 
CSULB “Young Scientist’s Camp,” 
also led by Henriques. 

Henriques started the camp because 
she knew that many children in down- 
town Long Beach would never be able 
to attend the camp on campus, which is 
a $300 program that lasts for two weeks. 

“I just thought to myself, there’s 
kids who will never get to do this,” 
Henriques said.

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“Shopping sheet” reveals the real price of college 


The new document 
will go into effect 
fall 2013.

The U.S. Department of Education 
released a financi&l aid “shopping 
sheet” Tuesday, which is designed to 
help students understand and com- 
pare the costs of attending various 


universities. 


The shopping sheet; which will go 
into effect fall 2013, will allow students ° 
to easily see the net cost of attending a 


university after subtracting grants and 
scholarships from the total cost. 


“We must unravel the mystery of 


higher education pricing by giving 
students and families the information 
they need,” Secretary of Education 


Arne Duncan, a major proponent of 


the shopping sheet, said. “The shop- 
ping sheet is a positive step in that 
direction.” 

For many students throughout the 
nation, the shopping sheet will make a 
difficult process easier to understand. 

A sample form of the sheet from 
the DOE’s website allows prospec- 
tive students to get a glimpse of the 
document’s layout, which includes 
sections detailing net costs, work op- 
tions and loan options for students. 
The sheet even displays the respec- 


tive institution’s graduation and loan 
default rates. 

'  “T believe [the shopping sheet] will 
be helpful,” Jakob Brouwer, a sopho- 
more mechanical engineering major, 
said. “With this information given up 
front, students will spend less time 
researching and more time deciding 
which school to attend.” 

According to a Cal State Universi- 
ty June press release, the CSU played 
a key role in developing the College 
Portrait of Undergraduate Education, 
a site designed to help students com- 
pare college costs. : 

“We already provide a lot of simi- 
lar information,’ CSU Spokesman 
Erik Fallis said. “We welcome this 
move toward transparency.” 

Students currently applying to Cal 


State Long Beach have the oppor- 
tunity to use College Portrait to es- 
timate what it will cost to attend the 
university. 

“T think it’s about time that this 
initiative is finally happening,” 
Ranil Weerackoon, a sophomore 
mathematics major, said. “Students 
should flat-out know the full cost of 
college.” 

The development of the shopping 
sheet took many months, according 
to the DOE In order to make the sheet 
as transparent as. possible, the DOE 
worked with the Consumer Financial 
Protection Bureau. 

President F. King Alexander was 
invited to attend a June meeting at the 
White House to discuss the shopping 
sheet but was unable to attend. 
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CSU Online partners with Pearson eCollege 


The technology 
provider is already 
used in several CSULB 
courses.

The Cal State University system has 
partnered with Pearson eCollege to 
launch the Cal State Online program 
in spring 2013. 

CSU Online will allow anyone to 
earn a CSU degree by enrolling in 
online program offerings from the 23 
campuses. CSU Online uses a cloud- 


based learning management system, 
which distributes data from one hard 
drive to anyone in the world. 

This format makes a CSU-caliber 
education far more attainable, CSU 
Spokesman Erik Fallis said. 

“Tt can be used by career profes- 
sionals or maybe someone who has 
been deployed by the military,” Fal- 
lis said. “It’s really for anyone type- 
bound or anyone who cannot attend a 
CSU campus. Even though our cam- 
puses are regionally distributed, there 
is not necessarily one in everyone’s 
backyard.” 

Launching such a program is some- 
thing that the CSU has discussed for a 
while, according to Fallis. For the past 
few years the CSU has been investigat- 
ing how to expand California’s work- 


force by providing more accessible 
education. 

To create the program, the CSU had 
to find an appropriate integrated edu- 
cation technology provider. Fallis said 
Pearson eCollege was selected from a 
field of potential partners in a-;competi- 
tive bid process. 

“We felt Pearson was a good fit 
based on what they could provide and 
the quality that they could give stu- 
dents,” Fallis said. 

Pearson eCollege is used in several 
courses at Cal State Long Beach, but 
not all students would describe their ex- 
periences with the program as positive. 

“TJ had to use [Pearson eCollege] for 
a class, and it was always really slow 
because you have to use Internet Ex- 
plorer,” senior accounting major Ed-

win Barrios said. 

But Kayla Christensen, a junior 
Spanish major, said using Pearson 
eCollege for one of her classes was 
very helpful. 

“J thought it was a good program,” 
Christensen said. “I thought it was re- 
ally easy to use.” 

Although CSU Online is currently 
working with campuses on pilot pro- 


' 


grams scheduled to begin next spring, . 


the program is far from a finished 
product, according to Fallis. 

How much the courses will cost 
and the specific type of degrees to be 
awarded remain among the details yet 
to be determined. 

“Many of the details are still being 
worked out,” Fallis said. “A lot of the 
program is still in development.”

Henriques offers the science camp 
for free so the children have the op- 
portunity to have fun in a safe envi- 
ronment. Rhonda Harmis, head of the 
Bethune Center, makes sure the kids . 
are cared for while at the camp. 

“While they are here, we give ev- 
erything that you would give those in 
need,” she said. 

Oftentimes the kids arrive to camp 
without breakfast, camp coordinator 
and CSULB science education gradu- 
ate Jill Grace said. However, lunch, 
snacks and clothing are all provided 
for them by organizations like the Free 
Lunch Program. 

The: group of 120: kids, which has 
doubled in size since last year, was 
split into six sections based on age. 
Each age group had three supervisors, 
including one teacher and two teaching 
assistants. 

One of the camp’s main goals is to 
prepare teachers for a classroom envi- 
ronment by giving them experience with 
kids and lesson planning, Henriques 
- said. 

“Tt’s humbling and eye opening,” 
CSULB science education graduate 
and Los Angeles Unified School Dis- 
trict seventh grade teacher Sarah Agu- 
ifiaga said. “It has helped me in many 
facets as a mentor.” 

The three youngest groups, kin- 
dergarten through third grade, stayed 
at the Bethune Center while the older 
groups, third through eighth grade, 
went next door to Cabrillo High 
School. Each group explored a dif- 
ferent topic, like “Cool Chemistry,”

have to be authorized by the campus 
president.” 

According to the CFA website, the 
faculty union “scored an important 
victory for quality education” by 
fighting against changes to Extended 
Education during negotiations. 

At the bargaining table, there were 
proposals to reduce the pay of fac- 
ulty members who teach in Extended 
Education, Sunshine said. However, 
CFA fought those plans, so they were 
abandoned. 

“We think this is a fair agree- 
ment,” Cal State Long Beach CFA 
President Teri Yamada said. “Al- 
though the gains were modest, they 
are still gains nonetheless.” 

However, Sunshine said this tenta- 
tive successor contract is very simi- 
lar to the union’s previous contract 
with the CSU. 

Throughout negotiations, pay rais- 
es, faculty evaluation and Extended 
Education were all points of impasse 
for the CSU and CFA. 

In November, CFA members held 
a strike at Cal State Dominguez Hills 
and Cal State East Bay for lost pay 
raises from the 2008-09 and 2009-10 
academic years, attempting to shut 
down both campuses. 

In May, CFA members authorized 
a rolling faculty strike on the 23 
CSU campuses, which would have 
shut down classrooms for two days 
on each campus, had CSU and CFA’s 
negotiations failed. 

When mediation efforts between 
the two groups broke down in April, 
CFA and CSU moved into the final 
step of contract negotiations, fact- 
finding. 

As part of this step, CFA and CSU 
each presented their proposals for the 
contract to a three-part panel, includ- 
ing one person representing the CSU, 
one representing CFA and one playing 
aneutral role. The two groups came to 
an agreement during this step. 

“If you can narrow down your is- 
sue, you can narrow down your dis- 
agreement,” Fallis said. 

The tentative agreement requires 
ratification by CFA members and the 
CSU Board of Trustees. CFA mem- 
bers will vote on the contract Aug. 
13 through 30, while the Board will 
discuss the tentative agreement at its 
September meeting. 

Should the agreement be ratified, 
CFA’s 23-campus rolling strike will 
not happen.

Panama Joe’s — hot spot or nuisance? 


The.Long Beach 
City Council voted 
to renew the 
restaurant’s permit.

When looking for a good night 
out, Cal State Long Beach fashion- 
merchandising senior Staci Van 
Dusseldorp said that she likes to 
go to Panama Joe’s Restaurant and 
Cantina because “‘it is a chill place to 
hang out.” 

Panama Joe’s live entertain- 
ment permit allows the restaurant 
to host bands, disc jockeys and 
karaoke. Van Dusseldorp said the 
permit is the restaurant’s biggest 
asset. ; 

However, the Long Beach Police 
Department and Belmont Shore 
residents recommended against 
renewing Panama Joe’s live enter- 
tainment permit for the first time in 
four years. 

The application process for the 
“Entertainment Permit with Patron 
Dancing,” which needs to be reap- 
plied every 12 months, prompted 
the LBPD to evaluate and give a 
recommendation. According to a 
memorandum from the Long Beach 
Chief of Police Jim McDonnell, the 
LBPD recommended the permit 
be denied due to the continuing 
high number of disturbance-related 
calls, alcohol-related incidents, 


arrests for driving under the 
influence and arrests for public 
intoxication. 

As part of the evaluation process, 
the LBPD examined the number of 
calls for service, crime reports and 
arrests involved with Panama Joe’s 
from December 2011 to May 2012. 

There were five calls for service, 
six incident reports and 15 arrests 
attributed to Panama Joe’s. Police 
arrested seven people for public 
intoxication, seven people for driv- 


‘ing under the influence of alcohol 


and one person for urinating in 
public. 

Vice Mayor Robert Garcia 
seconded Long Beach City Council 
Member Gary DeLong’s motion 
to reinstate the “Entertainment 
Permit with Patron Dancing,” and 
the Long Beach City Council voted 
unanimously to renew Panama 
Joe’s permit at the meeting on July 
24. 

“T don’t think denying the enter- 
tainment permit will make things 
any better for the community,” 
DeLong said. 

At the city council meeting, 22 
speakers provided their opinions on 
the matter of renewal. Thirteen were 
in favor of the permit, and nine were 
opposed. 

Many Belmont Shore residents 
attended the city council meeting 
as well. 

“fPanama Joe’s is] to sell liquor, 
and when people are over inebriated, 
they’re pushed out onto the streets, 
and they then cause the troubles of 
DUI’s, vandalism and urination,” 
Melinda Cotton, a Belmont Shore 
resident of 30 years, said. 


One condition of the permit 
states that new customers are not 
allowed into the bar after 12:45 
a.m. By revoking the entertainment 
permit, the city would not be able 
to regulate the time customers enter 
the bar. 

DeLong said he agrees with the 
conditions of the permit and that the 
city of Long Beach does not want 
people stopping into bars and having 
a few drinks before they make their 
way home. 

Others also said the Panama Joe’s 
entertainment permit is worthwhile. 

“Without their entertainment 
license, this place would be just 
another bar,” Van Dusseldorp said. 
“They would lose their customers if 
they didn’t have it.” 

Greg Newman, co-owner of 
Panama Joe’s, said he is very happy 
the permit is renewed, but it has 
opened his eyes to some changes 
that need to be made with Panama 
Joe’s and the community. 

According to Newman, Panama 
Joe’s is the only establishment in the 
area with an entertainment permit. 

“J don’t know if we would do any 
better [with the permit], but it’s cool 
to have what no else has,” Newman 
said. ‘ 

Newman said Panama Joe’s bar 
brings in about $5,000 in sales 
on a Tuesday night with a DJ. 
However, on a Friday or Saturday 
night with no live entertainment, 
the bar brings in nearly double that 
amount. 

According to Newman, the police 
have recommended an approval for 
the renewal of the entertainment 
permit every year except this one.

professor 
predicts 
winnings in 
Olympics 
According to Stefani, 
Great Britain may win 


60 medals based on 
home field advantage.

With the help of their “home field 
advantage,” Great Britain may win a 
total of 60 medals at the 2012 Summer 
Olympics, according to Ray Stefani, a 
statistician and professor emeritus at 
Cal State Long Beach. 

Stefani joined the CSULB faculty. 
in 1971 and began making predictions 
during the 1976 Olympics. 

Since then, he has released more than 
50 publications based on his knowledge 
of the Olympics and his statistical work. 

As a graduate student at the Univer- 
sity of Arizona, Ray Stefani developed 
a rating system to evaluate the perfor- 
mances of collegiate football teams. 
While at a game, someone suggested he 
do the same with the Olympics. 

“T started looking at the causes of 
athletic improvement,” Stefani said. 

Stefani said-he applies fairly simple 
math and physics-to calculate his” 
predictions. 

“T have programs that I have cre- 
ated through Excel,” Stefani said. “I 
actually take each event and stick it in 
the program with my formula, then it 
calculates the improvement.” 

_ Stefani said in the last 12 Olympic 
Games, the average host nation gathered 
13 more medals than four years prior to 
becoming the host of the Olympics. 

In competitions where judges 
determine the outcome, Stefani said he 
compares judges to home field referees. 

“Judges try to be objective, but the 
crowd makes noise and it influences 
their decision,” Stefani said. “It’s hu- 
man nature.” 

Stefani said he only looks at specific 
sports for his predictions because he 
cannot always determine how individual 
athletes will perform in team sports. 

He said his predictions are usually 
correct, but he adds new data to his 
original formula every time he does 
new research. 

“Whatever the outcome, we hope 
that comparing these predictions with 
the actual results will add to the excite- 
ment of watching great athletes in 
action,” Stefani said.

ong Beach State has a 


total of 11 athletes and 
coaches competing in 
the 2012 Olympics, and 
so far, none of them 
have recorded a loss for their country. 

Ex-LBSU star Misty May-Treanor 
and her partner Kerri Walsh are unde- 
feated in three beach volleyball match- 
es, five former 49ers have contributed 
to the United States’ Men’s Indoor Vol- 
leyball’s perfect record, two alumni are 
a part of the unbeaten USA women’s 
volleyball team and a former women’s 
water polo assistant has helped coach 
the national team to a 1-0-1 record. 

LBSU also has a pair of track ath- 
letes who have yet to compete. 

The Olympic action started on Satur- 
day, when May-Treanor and Walsh faced 
the Australian pair of Tasmin Hinchley 
and Nat Cook. The two-time defending 
gold medalists defeated the Aussies 21- 
18 and 21-19 to kick off their pursuit of a 
third consecutive gold medal. 

Two days later, they defeated Krys- 
tina Kolocova and Marketa Slukova of 
the Czech Republic 21-14 and 21-19, then 
completed a sweep of their group with 
a 17-21, 21-8, 15-10 win over Stefanie 
and Doris Schweiger of Austria. May- 
Treanor and Walsh will now move on to 
the single-elimination round of 16. 

In men’s volleyball, LBSU head 
coach Alan Knipe and assistant Andy 
Read are leading Team USA in identi- 
cal positions. Knipe has been on leave 
from The Beach since 2009 to coach

Former 49ers are undefeated in London so far. 


a national team that includes middle 
blocker David Lee, outside hitter Paul 
Lotman and outside hitter David McK- 
enzie, all of whom are former 49ers. 
After winning an emotional gold 
medal in Beijing four years ago, the 


squad started its title defense with wins 
over Serbia and Germany. It swept both 
matches and still has to face Tunisia, 
Russia and Brazil in group play. 

In women’s volleyball, outside hit- 
ter Tayyiba Haneef-Park and middle 


blocker Danielle Scott-Arruda are at- 
tempting to improve upon their silver- 
medal performance in Beijing. The 
LBSU | standouts and national team 
veterans are off to a good start so far, 
as they helped Team USA beat South 


Korea, Brazil and China. Matches with 
Serbia and Turkey are the only things 
standing in the way of a berth in the 
round of 16 for the world’s top-ranked 
team. 

The final former 49er to partici- 
pate in the Olympics so far is Heather 
Moody, an assistant coach for the wom- 
en’s water polo team. Moody looked on 
as her squad pulled out a 14-13 victory 
ina closely contended match with Hun- 
gary. Two days later, the team had to 
settle for a 9-9 draw with Spain, which 
now shares the top spot with the Amer- 
icans in Group A. All that’s left for 
Moody and Team USA in group play is 
a match with a winless Chinese team. 

LBSU also has: some alumni repre- 
senting other countries who have yet 
to compete in their events. Magnolia 
Howell of Trinidad and Tobago will 
run the women’s 100 meters starting on 
Friday and Kenneth Medwood will run 
the men’s 400-meter hurdles for Belize 
on the same day. 

It has been an exciting Olympics for 
Long Beach to this point, as plenty of 
local participants not linked to LBSU 
have had success. Most notable of the 
bunch is Mkayla Maroney, whose 
nearly ‘perfect score of 16.223 on vault 
helped the American women’s gymnas- 
tics team win its first team gold medal 
since 1996. Maroney, who was included 
among the “Fab Five” exclusively for 
her vaulting skill, trains in Costa Mesa 
but calls Long Beach home. 

There has been less than a week of 
Olympic action so far, but the fast start 
of Long Beach’s best athletes is no fluke 
— each of the national volleyball teams 
are medal favorites, as is May-Treanor 
and her partner. All that’s left to do is 
put a medal next to the hype.
